The other day, when the Georgia 
senator was engaged in eloquently ar- 
raiguing the silver pickpeckets before 
the bar of that public opinion repre- 
sented by the Gould gang, he remarked 
that ‘‘congress has the power uot to 
demonetize either gold or silver.” This, 
it will be observed, possesses the pro- 
fundity of ap axiom, anc is well calcu- 
lated to compel a logicai mind to shake 
itself out in applanse like a 
sheet in the wind; but notwithstand- 
ing this, it was immediately seized 
upon by Mr. Blaine, who worried 
Mr. Hill until the latter was compelled 
tostate that he would allow no fur- 
ther questions to be leveled at him by 
the senator from Maine. And no won- 
der, considering the absurdity of 
Biaine’s remarks. There is no princi- 
pie of constitutional law more definite~ 
ly settled than that congress has the 
power not to do certain things. Con- 
gress has the power not to impair the 
obligations of contracts and the power 
not to swindle the people by legisiat- 
ing in the intere t of the money power. 
It has the power not to say 
who the new pope eha!l be, and it has 
the power not to rob the laboring classes 
by declaring that the bondholders shall 
not be paid in silver. It has the power 
not to do justice to those whom it rep- 
resents, by ceclaring that the people 
shall pay in gold the debts they have 
contracted in greenbacks, and it has 
the power vot to ruin the country by 
repealing the resumption bill. Plainly, 
Mr. Blaine is one of the most absurd 
men in the country. 


THE SILVER DISUUsSION 

A vote was promised this week on 
the silver biil in the senate, but the 
indications at this writing are tLat the 
tinal vote will not be reached before 
next week. Not only are there a con~ 
siderable number of additional seva- 
tors who have prepared speeches on 
the subject, but the discouraging state- 
ment is pow made to a patient and 
lorg-suffering people that a considera~ 
ble number of senators will speak 
again. Senator Oockrell insists on 
another chance, and Mr. Voorhees will 
certainly speak toward the close of the 
debate. Even Gen. Burnside is filled 
for a speech. The end of all this 
speech-making cannot be foreseen, al- 
though it will not changea vote, or 
enlighien « single mind.

CHOOSING A POPE. 

The sacred college will not be ready 
to elect a new pope before next week, 
and in the meanwhile the newspapers 
have taken up thesubject. They have, 
with a reasonable degree of unanimity, 
decided that tha new pope must be aa 
Italian, bevause, first, an an- 
cient law requires it, and, 
second, taree-fourths of the cardinals 
that can get to the conclave will be 
Italians. 
Beyond this point the press is not a 
unit. They are aot agreed as to when 
their choice will be confirmed by the 
conclave. If the election begins ac- 
cordirg to custom and law on the tenth 
day afier the pope’s death, on the sev- 
enteenth instant, it may still be a long 
time before two-thirds of the cardinals 
agree upon one of their own num:

So it wall be seen that it is 
pr asible a vacancy may exist in the 
Vatican some time before the succes- 
sor to Pius IX is determined upon. 

After a pretty thorough canvass our 
contemporaries have generally con- 
cluded that the next pope will be one 
of six men—Cardinals Bilio, Simeoni, 
Franchi, Panebianco, Pietro and Pecci. 
Bilio is undoubtedly the first choice of 
the ultramontanists. Simeoni was the 
successor of Antonelli, and Panebianco 
is another irreconcilable. The selection 
of either of these three men would 
render any charge in the relations be- 
tween the Vatican and the Quirinal 
very uncertain. They would doubtless 
tight it out on the line adopted by the 
dead pepe. Franchi ie a very popular 
candidate ; Pietro, an old man, believes 
it is not best to absolutely kick 
against the pricks, and Pecci, the 
foe of Antonelli,is a man of unusual ad- 
ministrative ability, a politic practical 
man who would probably meet the 
young king halfway. Biliois decidedly 
a leader. If the ultramontanists con- 
trol the conclave, and the conclave is 
not afraid of the powers, Bilio is the 
coming man—otherwise, the chance of 
Cardinal Pecci is the best. The latter 
is sixty-eight years old, but he is 
vigorous both in body and mind. We 
are inclined to think however that an 
ultramontane will be chosen, who will 
carry out the policy of the late pope 
until circumstances absolutely require 
achange. Such a choice would not 
open up a pleasing prospect for either 
Italy or Germany. 

MR. BELL ON PENSIONS 


Georgia has no more faithful or effi- 
cient representative than Hiram P. 
Bell. He is not only sound on the cur- 
rency, but on all other questions as 
well. Heis at home on all questions 
that relate to his constituents. We 
are led to these remarks by his speech, 
delivered in the house of represent- 


ject of granting pensions to the soldiers 
of the Mexican, Seminole, Creek and 
Black Hawk Inuian wars. The bili 
reported by the committee on invalid 
pensions is, in fact, almost entirely Mr. 
Bell’s own bill. He advocated it in the 
committee room, and itis safe to say 
that its present unobjectionable form is 
due to Mr. Bell’s efficient labors. 

Mr. Bell’s speech on the subject ap- 
pears in the Congressional Record of 
the 9 h instant ; and we regret that the 
crowded state of our columns will not 
permit us to give it in full. He first 
pays a tribute to our citizen soldiery, 
and shows that pensions have become 
a settied policy of the government. 
The exceptions are the soldiers of the 
Mexican war and the Seminole, Creek, 
and Black Hawk Indian wars. After 
waiting 30 years, and paying their part 
of other pensions and military ex- 
penses without complaint, Mr. Bell 
thinks the time has come when their 
claims should be recognized by the 
government. Instead of princely sub- 
sidies to soulless corporations, he would 
give these brave soldiers pensions. He 
shows at length what grand ma- 
terial results the heores of the Mexi~ 
can war achieved; and they ask 
ag a compensation only one-sixth of the 
customs duties paid by California 
alone. They maie America great, and 
they now appeal for justice —those 
hercic men who, in Mr. Bell’s eloquent 
language, “with.knightly crest vindi. 
cated their country’s chivalry, avenged 
its wrongs and bore its flag in triumph 
in every fight and one very field from 
Vera Cruz to to the City of Mexiec.” 

Mr. Bell justly says that while the 
soldiers in the various Indian wars did 
not fight as many battles nor win as 
brilliant victories as the soldiers of the 
Mexican war, yet their patriotism was 
identical, their sacrifices and sufferings 
were equal and their title to pensions 
rests upon precisely the same founda- 
tion of faithful military service ren- 
dered to their country in the hour of 
its necessity. They have waited forty 
years, and they should not bs permit- 
ted to go down to their graves stung 
with ingratitude, disappointed in their 
hopes and suffering for bread. 

Mr. Bell exposes the figures of the 
interior department as to these neglect- 
ed soldiers. He is satisfied that not 
over 13,400 of the veterans are living 
and that $1,286,400 a year would pay 
the pensions. Asthe ben_ficiaries are 
about sixty yeats old, it is plain that 
eyen this moderate amount would be 
rapidly decreased. Let, says Mr. Bell, 
some subsidy, some extravagant and 
useless expenditure be lopped off, and 
the claim of these aged soldiers of the 
republic recegnized. Be saysio con- 
clusion: “Shall they appeal in vain? 
Will no remorse linger in the con-~ 
sciences of men who refuse this claim 
because complaint cannot csme from 
tue silence of the grave? Can some

This being so, it may be well to ask 
what Mr. Hill means when he calis the 
Bland measure a “ pickpocket bill.” 
If the distinguished senator duly meas- 
ured his words, as he should in all con- 
science have done, he means that the 
result, if not the intent of the bill, is 
to rob some one—to pick somebody’s 


the bill and those who support 
are engaged in an attempt to steal 
something—to swindle some one. It 
cannot be said that all of those who 
support the bill are ignorant of the re- 
sults it will bring about. Many of 
them are as wise as Mr. Hill, and pos- 
sess quite as much statesmanship, and 
it is impoesible to believe that they are 
ignorant of the fact that they are favor- 
ing a “pickpoc<et bill,” if what Mr. 
Hill says is true. It follows, therefore, 
if we are to give the Georgia senator 
credit for candor and,wisdom, that a 
great many people in this country be- 
lieve itis right and proper to enact a 
law which will result in picking 
somebody’s pockets—a measure that 
will legalize a certain kind of robbery. 
Upon occasion, we have applauded the 
ecope and tenor of the Bland bill and 
have spoken hopefully and enthusias- 
tically of the results likely to follow its 
eractment, but we are free to say it 
did not once occur to us that we were 
engaged in a movement to pick any- 
body’s pockets; and even now, with 
the applause of the Shylcck organs 
ringing in our ears, we cecline to be- 
lieve that Mr. Hili’s expression was 
intended to convey the meaning 
with which 1t has been burthened 
by the quick interpretation of the 
champions of the money-power. We 
decline to believe that Mr. Hill in 
tended to characterise the supporters 
of the Bland bill as no better than a 
parcel of thieves. We decline to be- 
lieve that he intended to convey the 
impression made upon the mono- 
metalists of the north, that the move- 
ment to remonetize the silver dollar is 
a scheme of robbery. We prefer to 
place our own interpretation upon Mr. 
Hili’s remark. He undoubtedly meant 
that if the old silver dollar is remone- 
tized the bondholder would 
lose the ten per cent. pre- 
mium that now exists between 
the price of silver bullion and the spec- 
ulative price of gold. That is to say, 
the bondholder or the holder of inac- 
tive capital would, in the event of the 
passage of the Bland bill, or any other 
bill authorizing the remonetization otf 
silver, fail to realize the difference that 
now exists between silver bullion and 
gold coin, and this Mr. Hill calls pock- 
et-picking. To rob the people out of 
this premium is honest, wise and just— 
to levy a tax of this kiad upon the la- 
boring man is patriotic because it tends, 
in the opinion of Mr. Hill,to uphold the 
national “‘credit;” but to take it away 
from the bondholders and the holders of 
inactive capital, who have already real- 
ized four hundred per cent and more 
upon their investments, is nothing 
less than robbery, and those who 
favor such a movement are no better 
than pickpockets. Mr. Hill isin favor 
of appreciating the price of go!d by in- 
creasing the value of the silver dollar, 
but he is not in favor of taking from 
gold its purely speculative value by re 
monetizing theold doliar. This would 
be robbery; this would be picking 
the pockets of the poor, unfortunate 
Shylocks of an ANTICIPATED profit 
of ten per cent. This would 
never do, says Mr. Hill, in effect. 
Rather let us rob the people—the 
working-class—of this tem per cent. 
They are used to this sort of thing; 
they can etand it, They have been 
ground down and stripped of their 
earnings by legislation in the interests 
of the money-power until it would 
seem almost absurd not to grind and 
strip them any more, 

But in spite of this, if Mr. Hill means 
that the passage of the Bland hill will 
pick the pockets of the Shylocks of an 
anticipated profit of ten per cent., 
then we declare most heartily that 
we are in favor of the outrage. If to 
keep gold up to 1t3 present speculative 
price by the continued demonetization 
of silver is dishonesty, then we are 
dishonest, aud Mr. Hill, in looking 
around among his constituents will 
find that the “dishonest” mer,so-called, 
have a majority of nine to one. If Mr. 
Hill chooses to protect the poor, unfor- 
tunate bondholders and gold operators 
from the pocket-picking rapacity of his 
constituents, then his speech is a very 
eloquent effort and his characteriz ition 
of those in favor of the Biand bill an 
exceedingly apt one.

Hill's ideas are Pecallarly Wrong 
—An Interesting View of the Whole

There isno manin Georgia whose 
opinions upon current topics are more eagerly 
sought and more widely appreciated than those 
of General Robert Toombs. Siuce the war he 
has wieldea, in his quiet way, a mach greater 
influence than state-men in repose usually do, 
and to-day his voice is worth more votes to any 
cause in Georgta than thatofany man withia 
our borders. Thus far his opinions upon the 
financial question have not been given and the 
opportunity afforded by his prescuce in the city 
was not to be vegiected. 
A reporter of Tux ConsrITUTION made No 47 
Kimbell house last night, by parallel approach- 
es, and succeeded in routing a coupie of partics 
who had the general surrounded. Warmed 
with his success, the reporter became uvfeeling 
and the general made terme, a« foliows:

_ BEMONETIZATION OF SILVER?" 

Yes, sir, ldo. We ought to get back to the 
standard silver doliar and thas is the dollar of 
4124 grains, nine-tenths fine. Ail this talk 
about demcnetization is bosh. It was a fraud, 
put through by a venal congress. A set of 
thieves fixed up the code and did their 
corrupt work there, but we are 
not bound by it. Itis not law, Take ourown 
code of this state—the supreme court 18 con- 
stantly driving out of it things that never were 
law. The silver dollar never has been legally 
demonetized, and if it ever has, it wasa fraud

THE VIOLATION OF CONTRACTS.

It is the faith and honor 
of the people, and they are the guardians of 


that. How can the ‘national houor’, or the

Neither bas cougress any power to impair the 
obligations of contracts Those are fixed fects, 
but how docs congress propose to apply them. 
Mr. Hiii and his associates seem to hoid that it 
would be no violation of the obligation 
of. the government to pay the bond- 
holder tem per cent more than we owe 
him, but it would be repudiation—awful and 
damning—to pay him less than weowe. Weil, 
now, Iam notin favor of paying him less than 

is his due, and that, as 1 have said, is fixed in 
the face of hie boad.

tional credit: Itisas much an impairment of 
the obiigations of our contrac: to pay ten per 
a more than we owe asitis to pay one cent 
ess . 


SUBSIDARY SILVER, 

Upon this subject General Toombs said ; 

*T have just read an article by Manton Mar- 
ble in the North American Review in which he 
‘gays that silver was really demonetized in this 
country act of , 
That is not was ou 
the ways and means committee at the time and 
drew tbat very bill aud passed it after a month's 
discussion The truthis that the bill made 
no change in the coinage of the country. The 
reason of that act was this: Silver bullion was 
worth more than the coin and men were buy” 
ing up our half doilazs, quarters and dimes, 
turowing them into ihe meiting pot and export- 
ing them. We had nochavge in the country 
and the people were really in want. England 
had suffered in the same way and to correct the 
evil bad reduced the value of ber subsidiary 
coin 6 percent below the standard. I simply 
adopted the same rule for the purpose of keep- 
ing the coin in the country. The act passed 
and the result was reached.”’
